I have observed many problems with the Loop 360 Boat Ramp , on Lake Austin. 
Along the shoreline many tall reeds have grown up which block the view of the lake as 
well as cause a safety hazard. The easiest way to clear the area of the reeds is to cut them 
down with a motorized weed eater. Scouts who want to operate one of there machines 
must be at least fifteen with a life rank or · higher, and show knowledge of this machine. 

I will have a crew of people picking up trash over the whole property. There are 
many cigarette wrappers, cans, fireworks shells, and much more to be cleaned up. 

The method for picking up the trash will be very simple. When a volunteer sees a 
stick, branch or a piece of trash, he or she will pick it up and put it in a trash bag. After 
all of the trash has been collected in trash bags it will be loaded onto a trailer and taken 
out to the dump. 

The materials needed to complete the project will be heavy duty trash bags, rock 
rakes, gas powered weed eaters, work gloves, wheel barrows, shovels, eye protection and 
refreshments .. 

To prevent injury, I will require all of the volunteers wear work gloves and shoes 
while working to avoid cuts on their hands and feet. Anyone who wishes to operate a 
weed eater must wear pants as well as eye goggles, to avoid rocks and sticks from flying 
into their eyes. Also, the people using weed eaters will be in a roped off area that other 
volunteers may not enter. This will put less volunteers at risk of injury. 

My project has been approved by the LCRA (Lower Colorado River Authority) and 
the Austin Parks and Recreation Department. These organizations will also provide 
assistance for the clean up project as well as the heavy duty trash bags. 

For all the volunteers who help, there will be a free boat ride on the Commodore 
Riverboat in the spring. Funding for refreshments aboard the Commodore will be 
provided by the Woods Fun Center and Frost Bank. Prior to the boat ride, the LCRA will 
give all volunteers a tour of Tom Miller Dam and the Emergency Management Operations 
Facility. 

I plan to have the work day January 31, 1998 from I O:OOa.m. to 3:00p.m.. If it is 
raining the back up day will be February 7, 1998.

Notes 

On January 4, 1998 I met with Jack Holford and discussed the general idea of 
the project. This included what I was to do, who would sponsor •me, and when 
the project should take place. The meeting lasted two hours. 

On January 5, 1998 I met with my Troop Committee and discussed the project. I 
told them what I intended doing, and the organizations I hoped to get 
sponsored by. They approved the project. Anne Monnig (Troop Committee 
Chairman) signed my Life to Eagle Packet under unit committee and David Ham 
(Eagle Advisor) signed under Scoutmaster/coach/advisor. The meeting lasted 
thirty minutes. 

On January 5, 1998 I wrote up my project on the computer and checked it with 
Alice Howard. Writing up the project took three hours. 

On Jam1ary 6, 1998 I discussed my write up with Jack Holford and I made many 
corrections to improve the project write up. That evening I corrected the 
project on my computer. That day I spent a total two hours working on the 
project write up . 

On January 10, 1998 Jack Holford drove me to Sunne Wiginton's (District 
Advancement Committee Chairmen) house. We discussed my project and what I 
was to do. She made some minor changes on the project write up. The project 
was rejected by her because she said before she could sign the Life To Eagle 
Packet she needed approval signatures from the people who were in charge of 
the area where the project was to be held. She added that it was a good project 
and I should try to complete it. The meeting with Mrs. Wiginton took one hour. 

On January II, 1998 I corrected some of the project write up. This took one 
hour and thirty minutes . 

On January 12, 1998 I met with Mary Anne Neely (LCRA Customer and 
Community Relations), Peter Marsh (City of Austin Parks and Recreation 
Department Staff Engineer), Cheri Voge.l (LCRA Clean Up Coordinator), Charles 
Bergh (Director of Parks for Travis County), and Jack Holford (LCRA/Lake 
Austin Advisory Panal Member). We discussed the project and the funding 
that I would need. Cheri Vogel said that she would provide me with trash bags. 
This meeting took one hour. 

On January 13, 1998 I learned that Lake Austin was not going down. I had to 
then make some major modifications concerning what the project was to 
acomplish . Making these modifications took one hour and thirty minutes . 
Later that day I showed the modified project to Jack Holford. We discussed the 
changes and make several corrections on the new write up. 

On January 17, 1998 I finished correcting the write up. This took one hour 
thirty minutes. 



On January 18, 1998 I met with Anne Monnig and made a flyer as well as a 
mailer for my project. We used her computer because she had the correct 
program to make a professional looking flyer. Later that day I went to Kinko's 
to make copies of the flyer. That day I spent one hour thirty minutes. 

On January 27, 1998 I wrote letters to my commercial sponsors, Dudley Fowler 
(owner of the Riverboat Commodore) would provide a boat ride on the 
Riverboat Commodore for all of the progect volunteers. Paul Woods, (owner of 
Woods Fun Center), would provide refreshments on the Commodore as well as 
lunch at the project itself, and Robert Huthnance, (President of Frost Bank), 
who would also provide refreshments on the Commodore. Later that day I put 
stamps on the mailer and sent it out. That day I spent one hour and thirty 
minutes. 

On January 28, 1998 I talked with Jack Holford about the project and made 
corrections on the letters. Later that day I corrected the letters and organized 
all of my papers. That day I worked a total of two hours and fifteen minutes. 

On January 30, 1998 I met with the LCRA and the Austin City Parks Department 
at a public hearing to recruit volunteers. The meeting lasted two hours and 
thirty .. minutes. 

On January 31, 1998 I had my first workday from 10:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. . I 
supervised thirty-two volunteers. The volunteers cut down all of the reeds 
along the shore-line of the Loop 360 Boat ramp. After the reeds were cut, they 
dragged them to the large dumpster that was supplied by TDS (Texas Disposal 
Systems). While the reeds were being cut I ordered the younger scouts to pick 
up all of the trash on the property. Luckily, Mr. Woods came down to see the 
project in action and bought the volunteers fried chicken for lunch. 
Unfortunately, it rained very hard that day and I did not get as many 
volunteers as I had expected. After the project was over, I decided to have an 
additional workday on February 7, 1998. On that workday I would finish 
clearing the cut debris. That day I worked eight hours on the project. 

On February 7, 1998 I had my second workday from 11 :00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m.. I 
supervised eighteen volunteers. They finished clearing the reeds from the 
Loop 360 Boat ramp as well as picked up the remaining trash. Jack Holford let 
me borrow his trailer, which I put the remaining reeds and trash into. After 
the workday was over, Randy Howard.: itnd I towed the trailer to the city dump 
where we were able to dispose of the trash. That day I worked a total of seven 
hours and thirty minutes.
